The increase in Total State Funds from the FY 2001 figures reported in last year's 
application is attributable to a number of changes.  One is the inclusion of two new 
programs: the Asthma Program and the Health Care Program for Children in Foster Care 
(HCPCFC). A second factor is Medi-Cal provider rate increases which have been 20% on 
average.  Although Asthma and HCPCFC account for approximately $6.1 million, the 
provider rate increases and estimated growth in the CCS program accounted for 
approximately $85 million Medi-Cal related funds (50% General Fund and 50% Federal 
Title XIX) and $16 million non-Medi-Cal CCS (State and County funds). Additionally, 
estimates for the Child Health and Disability Prevention (CHDP) program increased by 
$34 million and there was a $3 million increase in the Genetically Handicapped Persons 
Program (GHPP).
